Superintending School Committee 


FOR 1882-3. 


DISTRICT NO. 1, 


Jonathan E. Reed, Prudential Committee. The spring and 
summer term in this district was taught by Miss Ella L. Foote. 
The term continued 10 weeks with an average daily attendance 
of 7 scholars. Miss Foote was well qualified for the position she 
occupied, having had good experience as a teacher heretofore. 

The winter term of 15 weeks was in charge of Miss Katie B. 
Long. The average daily attendance was 12 scholars. Miss 
Long has successfully taught the west‘primary, in Union district 
for five or six terms previous to her term here, and is regarded as 
a very competent instructor. A desirable harmony existed dur- 
ing both terms between teachers, scholars and parents, and the 
work done merits the entire approbation of the Superintending 
Committee. 


DISTRICT NO. 3, 


Wm. H. Perry, Prudential Committee. The spring and sum- 
mer terms of the school in this district in charge of Miss 
Estie M. Cutting, continued 8 weeks and 4 days. The 
average daily attendance was sixteen. Miss Cutting was well 
qualified for her duties as teacher, and her work gaye general 
satisfaction to the patrons of the school as well as the Supt. 

The fall and winter term, taught by Maurice L. Clark, contin- 
ued 18 weeks with an average attendance of 20 scholars. Mr. 
Clark is a member of the Sophomore class in Dartmouth College, 
and came to the school with good qualifications and some experi- 
ence in teaching. The scholars felt the influence of his energy 
and ability. Several members of this school are well qualified to 
enter a higher school or academy. The Supt. is well satisfied that 
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the public money in this district has been well applied, and that 
good results will follow the work of both terms. 


DISTRICT NO. 4, 


Mrs. Clara E. Reed Prudential Committee. The spring term, 
in charge of Miss Emma F. Gilmore, continued 8 weeks with an 
average daily attendance of 10 pupils. Miss Gilmore is a grad- 
uate of our High School, class of 1881, and this was her first 
effort as a teacher. Herschool was well ordered, and carefully 
instructed, and made a very creditable appearance on its closing 
day. 

The fall and winter terms of 10 weeks each, with an average 
attendance of 12 scholars, were taught by Miss Sarah B. Colby, of 
Claremont, an experienced and systematic instructor, fully equal 
to her work. Her scholars were interested and attentive, and the 
degree of progress attained was creditable alike to teacher and 
pupils. The Supt. has reason to congratulate the district on hay- 
ing had a successful school year. The interest taken in this school 
was manifested by the good attendance of its patrons on its exam- 
ination days, and on other occasions. 


DISTRICT NO. 5, GUILD, 


Geo. A. Gove, Prudential Committee. The spring and summer 
term of 11 weeks, with an average daily attendance of 15 schol- 
ars, was in charge of Miss Madora A. Gove. The conduct of this 
school was marked by earnestness and fidelity on the part of the 
teacher, and good order and attention on the part of the scholars. 
The closing examination exhibited a satisfactory degree of pro- 
gress, and was well attended by the patrons of the school. 

The fall and winter term in charge of Miss Celia A. Gove con- 
tinued 17 weeks, with an average daily attendance of 15. Miss 
Gove has had a good experience in teaching, and her work was en- 
tirely satisfactory to the patrons of the school and the Supt. The 
closing exercises were well attended. A pleasant feature of the 
occasion was the valedictory pronounced by one of. the little girls 
of the school. We hope the district at its annual meeting will 
consider the propriety of dividing their school year into three 
terms, and thus provide for a more judicious expenditure of their 
school money. During aterm of 17 weeks, like the last, the in- 
terest of the teacher and scholars is liable to flag. 
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DISTRICT NO. 6, NORTH NEWPORT, 


Gilbert E. Jennings, Prudential Committee. The spring term 
of 8 weeks and fall and winter terms of 10 weeks each were 
instructed hy Miss M. M. Putnam of Croydon, a member of 
K. U. A. at Meriden. 

The average daily attendance during the school year was 40 
scholars. 

Miss Putnam is a lady of much energy and ability, and succeed- 
ed in imparting these characteristics to her pupils. The Supt. 
would say that in contrasting the condition of this school on his 
first visit with its later appearance, a very pronounced change for 
the better was apparent. Under her administration the most de- 
sirable order prevailed, and the pupils acquired a promptness and 
distinctness in their recitations that was particularly commendable. 

The Supt. is satisfied that neither time nor money have been 
squandered in this district, and that a lasting and valuable work 
has been accomplished. 


DISTRICT NO. 7, 


George F. Whitney, 2d, Prudential Committee. The first or 
spring term of 9 weeks, with an average daily attendance of 10 
scholars, was in charge of Miss Dora M. Pike of Goshen. Miss 
Pike was faithful in the discharge of her duties as teacher, and a 
good degree of progress was made during the term. 

The fall and winter term was instructed by Charles J. Emerson 
of this town. The term continued 14.8 weeks, with an average 
daily attendance of 15 scholars. Mr. Emerson is a student at the 
Colby Academy, New London—a young man of good ability and 
much promise. We think he has been particularly successful in 
his winter’s work. We commend the pupils of this school for 
their diligence and attention during the term, and feel confident 
that substantial progress has been made. The closing exercises 
were well attended by the patrons of the school, anda general 
good feeling and interest was manifested on the occasion. 


DISTRICT NO. 9, 

A. J. Gould, Prudential Committee. Both terms of 9 and 10 
weeks, making up the school year, were most satisfactorily taught 
by Miss Zilpha M. Cutting. 

The average daily attendance was 12 scholars. A mutual good 
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understanding was apparent between the teacher and her pupils. 
She also had the, cordial support of the patrons of the school, 
which at all times adds to the success of a teacher. The Supt. 
fully indorses the work done by Miss Cutting. 


DISTRICT NO. 10, 


John Johnson, Prudential Committee. The summer and winter 
terms of 12 and 13 weeks comprising the school year, were taught 
by Miss Ada A. Johnson. The average daily attendance was 17. 

We would commend Miss Johnson for her conscientious regard 
to her duties as a teacher, and her pupils for their general good 
_ order and attention to their studies. 

It was apparent on the occasion of her closing examination that 
she had enjoyed the confidence and support of the patrons of the 
school, and the Supt. is satisfied that good results will follow from. 
the year’s work done there. 


DISTRICT NO. 11, 


Dexter Peabody, Prudential Com. The summer term of 10 
weeks in this district was instructed by Miss Chloe Stella Miller 
of this town. The average daily attendance was 5 scholars. 

This was Miss Miller’s first effort at teaching, and the Supt. is 
satisfied that her pleasant little school received good and careful 
attention, and that her pupils were largely benefitted by her pres- 
ence and careful instruction. 

The winter term of 10.6 weeks was in charge of Miss Estie 
M. Cutting whom we have heretofore mentioned as the teacher of 
the spring term in Dist. No. 3. 

The only thing the Supt. regrets in connection with this school 
is that there were no more scholars to enjoy the instructions of 

good and competent teachers at both terms. 


DISTRICT NO. 12, 


Don C. Pike, Prudential Com. The summer term of 8 weeks 
was in charge of Mrs. S. L. Tenney, an experienced instructor. 
There was an attendance of only 2 scholars during the term. 

The fall and winter term of 10 weeks was taught by Miss Alice 
M. Carr. There was an average attendance of 4 scholars during 
the last term. The only objection or drawback in regard to this 
school was the want of scholars.

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DISTRICT NO. 138, 
Eugene B. Pike, committee. The spring term continued 9 
weeks with an average attendance of 7 scholars and was taught 
by Miss Sadie J. H. Cutting, an experienced and well qualified 
teacher. 

The fall and winter term of 15 weeks was instructed by Miss 
Abbie Rose Cutting, sister of the former. The attendance was 10 
pupils. The Misses Cutting were energetic and , thorough in their — 
methods of instruction. Both terms were well conducted and 
most satisfactory to the Supt. as well as the people of the district. 


DISTRICT NO. 15, 


H. W. Reed, Prud. Com. The summer and winter term of 8 
and 10 weeks each, comprising the school year, were taught by 
Miss Rosette A. Rowell of Croydon. There was an average at- 
tendance of 4 pupils during the year. Miss Rowell was fully 
competent as a teacher, and any want of progress and success in 
the school may be attributed to a want of consideration and sup- 
port on the part of some of its patrons. 


Your committee has thus briefly and impartially sketched the 
situation of each school during the past year as regards Pruden- 
tial Committee, the time occupied in the work, the qualifications 
of the teacher, and the results of the teaching. A year’s experi- 
ence has added much to his knowledge of their workings, and en- 
abled him to estimate their value more justly, and report upon 
their condition more intelligently than otherwise could have been 
done. Additional statistics may be found in the tabulated state- 
ment annexed. 

SCHOLARS. | 

The whole number of pupils enrolled upon the registers of the 
12 districts, including a small number from the fractional dis- 
tricts of other towns (less than 5), during the past year was 195. 
In seven of these districts—more than one half—the whole attend- 
ance was 15 and less. In four districts the whole attendance was 
from 17 to 25 inclusive. In one district (No.6) the number was 
45. ‘The average daily attendance would be somewhat less. The 
number of scholars enrolled in Union District is 267. 


BUILDINGS. 
With some exceptions, the school buildings are antiquated, and 
in several cases dilapidated—worn out within and without, and 
need repairs and paint and whitewash. No regard has been had 
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to shade trees, or any cultivation or improvement that would make 
the places pleasant for children, and thus cultivate a taste for 
good order and arrangement in contrast with the lessons of sloy- 
enliness they derive from tumbling-down out-buildings, old 
fences, and rubbish, weeds, briars, mud-holes, and a forlorn unti- 
diness. With very few exceptions, there is neither hitching-post 
nor hook to which a visitor can tie a horse with any kind of safety. 


SCHOOL FURNITURE, &C. 


In most of our school-houses the seats and desks are old-fash- | 


ioned, clumsy, and ill adapted to the physiological conditions of 
growing children, and a thorough reform is desirable in this re- 
gard. In our modern, well-regulated school-rooms, a separate 
desk is appropriated to each pupil, and one or two settees are 
placed in front for the benefit of the class reciting; a very neces- 
sary convenience which we would be glad to see introduced into 
our district schools. With the exception of the State map, which, 
however, is too large to be convenient or useful, there are no out- 


line maps on the walls of any district school-house in town, and” 


no globes for the proper representation of the earth we inhabit, 
its motions, and the oceans and continents that are spread out 
upon its surface. Itis in the interest of correct and thorough 
education that maps and a globe should be placed in every school- 
house. 


VISITING SCHOOLS. 

The public schools are constantly under the fire of criticism, be- 
cause they reach into the homes of the people. Their work is 
canvassed daily and their influence felt through the sensitive 
nerves of parental affection. Were the homes of the people un- 
der as strict scrutiny as the schools, and report made, it is possible 
that the criticism would not be wholly on one side. Itis not sur- 
prising that distorted notions and erroneous impressions are con- 
veyed to parents through the lively imaginations of their children. 
To guard against any misunderstanding, the intercourse between 
parent and teacher should be frequent and direct. The teacher 
needs the encouragement and support of the prudential commit- 
tee and the patrons of the school generally in order that the 
work may be thoroughly accomplished. 

In this regard, we find that very few of the patrons of our dis- 
trict schools are in the habit of giving them their personal atten- 
tion. They form their opinions of the teacher and the school 
from what is carried home to them, and not from their own ob- 
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servation. This is not as it should be, and your Supt. has made 
an effort to increase the personal interest of the people in their 
schools to the end that their usefulness may be increased. 
THE DISTRICT SYSTEM. 

As the leading interest of our state has changed from argicul- 
tural to mechanical and manufacturing, the homes of the people 
have also changed from the farms to the yillages. School dis- 
tricts, where there were formerly from 50 to 75 pupils, can at 
the present time muster scarcely a dozen. The State Supt. Mr. 
Patterson comes to us and shows forcibly and truthfully that the 
public money is not profitably expended in sustaining schools 
with so limited a patronage,—that the present district system is no 
longer useful. 

Your committee does not propose any suggestions in relation 
to this matter but simply refer the selectmen and the people of 
the town to the tabular statement annexed and other matter in 
this report, and let the facts speak for themselves. It cannot be 
otherwise than that the good sense and patriotic instincts of our 
citizens will prevail, and that a reconstruction of school dis- 
tricts will soon be made in which larger schools may be gathered, 
and better instruction given. The same amount of money paid 
to one half of our present number of teachers placed over schools 
where the number of scholars would inspire a_ spirit of emula- 
tion in the school and some ambition on the part of the teacher, 
would be vastly more useful than as at present expended. 

CLOSING REMARKS. 

During the past year your Committee has made 52 school vis- 
its. He has taken note of text books, writing books, and the gen- 
eral condition and management of the schools, and has in mind 
the cordiality with which he has been received by teachers, scholars, 
and patrons generally, and the attentive and respectful manner 
with which they have listened to his various suggestions and re- 
marks. Hehas on many occasions been accompanied by ladies 
and gentlemen interested in educational affairs, who have added 
interest and importance to his mission by their presence and ad- 
dresses. He believes that his course in this regard has had a good 
influence upon schools and teachers, by bringing them more par- 
ticularly into public notice and enlarging their self respect, and a 
feeling that they are not beyond the pale of public observation. 
All of which your Committee respectfully begs leave to submit.
